Any one who has seen the tedious pro 
cess of taking the votes by ayes and 
oays, must be aware of the amount of 
time it consumes, and that n process by 
which the whole business can be done in 
one minute, would save quite a consider- 
able sum of money during 4 session.

NEW INVENTIONS, 

Anasiatic Printing..—This is very 
ingenious method of reproducing printed 
copies of letter-press or line engravings. 
wood-cuts, lithographs, &c., of which we 
hed no foom to take notice hitherto. 
The London Literary Gazette declares it 
very simple, acd proceeds to describe it 
1s follows: 

In an eacecdingly short time a fac- 
simile of any printed page, portrait. pic 
lure, or drawing, can be prooured; and 
then impressions at the rate possibly of 
four or five thousand an hour, and twen- 
ty thousand o: more without deteriora- 
tion. The ation, and a singular one 
it ig, is to transfer the impression of type 
or any print to the surface of a polished 
plate of zinc: and then to bring it out in 
slight relief to receive the ink, and so to 
work from it as from the stone of the 
lithographic press. We saw an engra- 
ving with letter-press so transferred and 
reproduced. The original was placed, 
faco down, on bibulous paper, to imbibe 
wny excess of moisture, and the beck of 
it sponged over with dilute nit¢c acid. 
In a few mioutes the paper was sa’ura 
ted, and the engraving and printing loos 
ened as it were from its base, or 80 fresh- 
ened that powibly it might be smudged; 
but, at all events; it may be and was un- 
consicerable mechanical” pressure. 
transferied toa polished plate of zinc. ev 
ery line and touch. Not at first distinct- 
ly visible, but sponged with gum water, 
they (i. e, the engraving and printed mat 
ter at the foot of i') soon appenred, and 
in relief sufficient to take the ink ard tw 
give off fac-simle impressions. Such, 
then, is the simple process of an inven- 
tion, the effects of which “will meterially 
bear on the aris and artists. Annetatic 
printing, will obviate the necessity of ste- 
reoty ping, un less casting type is a cheap 
er method. which we should much doubt, 
of producihg successive editions than 
that of the new mode. It will also ena- 
ble printers to work with asmaller stock 
of type, to distribute sooner, keeping 
proofs only for any further or exira de- 
mand. Wood-engravers, perhaps, will be 
most injured by Anastatic printing; for 
by it the artist's original drawing may be 
at once, without any carved block, trars- 
ferred to the pages ofa work. The re- 
silt, however, in all its bearings, seems to 
vend to cheap production, and toa wide 
extension of literature and art; and near- 
ly faded prints be renewed and perpet- 
uated. Fears are entertained that for- 
geries and piracies will become more ea 
«y, and therefore that they will increase; 
but now water-marks in paper ard cop- 
pyright are the chief securities, and these 
the new and wonderful invention termed 
Anastatic Printing will not effect. 


MUTINY AND MURDER. 
A Dexperate Conflict at Sea.—The N. 


Bedford Mercury gives a minute account 

of a mutiny which occurred on board the 

whaling sh'p Sharon, in November, 18 £2, 

ind of the manner in which the ship was 

taken from the mutineers by a single 

person, Mr. Clough, the third mate. 

Some natives of Ascension Island, who 

had been shipped as part of the crew, 

mutinied, while the mate and others were 

in the boats taking whales, killed the 

captain and took possession of the ship, 

One of the natives, entirely naked, leaped 

upon the taffrail, and brandished a spear, 

he dared the crew to come on board. An 
armed native stood guard at each side, 

ind hammers, belaying pins, faod other 
mise‘les, had been collected for their use, 

and were hurled furiously at the boat. 

A Mr. Clough, who was in the boat, was 

the only ome who dired attempt to board 

the shp. He accordingly, after dark, 

was taken by the boat ahead of the ship, 

at some distance, to avoid exciting suspi 
cion, and taking a kuife in his teeth to 
dsfend himself from sfrks, which had 
been attracted by the whale. swam to the 
ship, after a hard struggle of an hour and 
a half, during which time two sharks 
kept him conpiny, but did not offur to 
molest him. Having reached the ship 
he dived under, seized the rudder at the 
heel, and climbed to the starboard cabin 
window, through which he made his ea 

try. Laying aside his clothing, and as 

certaining that no suspicion existed of his 
being oa board, he groped about for arms, 
and found two cutlasses and (wo muskets; 
which he loaced. A desperate struggle 
with the natives ensued, in which Ciouph 
killed two of them, aod giined the com- 
mand’of the ship. The men in the bou' 
then came on board. 

The owners of the Sharon have given 
Mr. Clough the command of a fine ship, 
which, if the narrative be true, he wel 
leserved.

We are: sometimes assuiied— by 
voices of apprehension and alarm. | 
is said, that the church deprived of the 
supportof the state, is falling to pieces, 
is up into a thousand frag- 
ments. Say rather that it is approach- 
ing nearer to unity than it has done 
since the days of the Apostler. I 
would be nearer the truth, to say, that 
under the auspices of entire freedom, 
the kingdom of Christ is becoming 
spiritual, as it was first designed to be, 
and therefore outward organizations 
are becoming every day of less con- 
sequence. The followers of Christ 
are finding out the deep meaning of 
the words of Jesus, when he said. 
“Be not-ye called- Rebbi, for one is 
your master, even Christ, and all ye 
are brethren.” | 

Those who are disposed to look 
with astonishment and indignation at 
the present and approaching state oi 
things, should calinly reflect, that the 
age of church dignitaries is past. 
The world has got beyond them. 
There was a period, when the admin- 
istration of religion consisted in sa- 
crifices, m_ rites and ceremonies. 
Then was the age of the priest. He 
was the impersonation of religion. 
He symbolized it at the altar, and car- 
ried it painted on his robes. He .ad- 
dressed the senses of mankind. Now 
the masses read and think. He must 
lay aside his robes, and address their 
understandings. Even the Bishop 
finds himself born an age too late. 
He flourished in the days of authority. 
But the days of authority toa are 
gone, and the bishop finds himself re- 
duced to a travelling agent. His au 
thority ts the mere shadow of a shade. 
and he finds every clergyman he vis- 
its in all but the name, just as good 
1 bishop as himself. tle discovers 
himself living in an age of conviction. 
and not of authority; and conviction 
is produced by the force of mind, and 
not by the glitter of garments of any 
color or dimensions. Power in the 
church is no longer official, but spiritu- 
ul and intellectual. The true bishop 
is he who gives utterance, in cleares! 
and deepest tones, to the truth as it is 
in Jesus; who has penetrated farthest 
into the Spiritof Christ; who preaches 
most like his. the eternal Word which 
shall stand till heaven and earth shall 
pass away. 

In an intellectual and spiritual age. 
all church offices merge necessarily in 
the Teacher. Once there was an or- 
der of Deacons, who hod the care of 
the poor.—But the State was then 
heathen, and the r were left to 
perish. Now the State is christion. 
the poor are provided for, and the 
Deacon’s office has become defunct. 
The Sunday-school teacher has be- 
come a more important personage 
than the wearer of the mitre. 

In such an age as this, ecclesiastical 
organization must necessarily go to 
decay, every congregation is becom- 
ing, as it was at first, essentially inde- 
pendent. The walls which divide 
different sects, must inevitably crum- 
ble,for as knowledge becomes diflused. 
the things in which they differ from 
each other, will daily diminish in im- 
portance, till they fall into entire neg- 
lect. And the church, so far from 
losing any thing by this change, will 
shine with new brightness, and rule 
with deeper and wider power.

The practice 
of keeping the sick, day after day, and 
week afier week, in a tight room, per- 
mitting no air to enter, except what may 
rush in as the door is opehed for some 
one to pass in or out, is an oulfage on 
nature's laws. and ia justly punished by 
severe penalties. I believe the want ofa 
free circulation of air in many of our 
private dwellings, and especially in our 
public rooms and halls, has carried thoes 
sands to an untimely grave. When | 
have met with public assemb!ics in places 
that are not sufficiently ventilated, know. 
ing the deleterious effects it had on my- 
self, and seeing its effects on others, [ 
have been led to ask, how long will man 
continue to trample on the laws of nature, 
and defy those immatable and onchange~ 
able laws which nature has establiche?, 
and cannot be violated with impunity? 
When I have seen many of the most amr 
able and virtzous, thore who are capable 
of doing much good in their day and gen- 
‘ration, capable of becoming swift and 
mighty messengers to the netions of the 
earth, spend hours in public assemblies, 
inhaling at each inspiration the very sceds 
of disease and death, yet perfectly ign 
rant of the consequence; | have asked 
myself is there no remedy? Must we go 
on and construct our buildings as we have 
done, lraving no place for pure air & 
‘nter nor badtoescare? Must we, every 
time we assemble t gether in a public 
room or hall, or when we retire to rest 
at night, be immersed inn fluid filled with 
contegion and death? Must we continve 
to see our wives. children and friends, 
cast on beds of sickness, and carried a 
premature grave? For what? For the 
want of pure air, with whch onture hos 
<0 bountifully supplied us. Must the 
saints a.ways continue ignorant io this 
thing? I answer no, for they are to bes 
come wise in all things. Therefore. while 
we are making dams, carriages, ploughs 
barrows, shoes, hate, bonnets, &c., let us 
now and then spend a moment in leita 
‘ug and becoming acquainted with those 
principles and laws, the observance of 
which, will give us health and strength t 
carry on these ciflerent works of enter 
prise. Let those who are very busily 
engaged in weeding their neighbor's gar- 
den, be less active in that respect, but 
more active in learning those things that 
will be for the preservation of their lives 
and healths, also how they can benefit 
those around them, by becoming better 
acquainted in these matters themselves.
